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Free school scrapped

A SECOND free school project for 
Luton has been binned - raising 
fears it could have cost hundreds of 
thousands of pounds in wasted 
money like a similar aborted 
scheme less than two years ago. 

Lord John Nash, the Parliamentary 
Under Secretary of State for the 
school system, withdrew approval 
for Saint Anne’s High School for 
Girls on Wednesday because it had 
‘fallen short’ of criteria needed to 


open - though he didn’t expand on 
what was not met. 

Free schools are independent from 
the local authority, usually set up by 
groups such as charities, education 
trusts, teachers or parents. 

Despite the school saying there 
had been ‘massive interest’, parents 
will now have to find somewhere 
else for their daughters to attend. 

In a letter to Gavin Shuker, MP for 
Luton South, Lord Nash said there 
had been ‘insufficient progress 
made on the plans’. 

The letter went on to state ‘no 


capital’ had been invested in the 
project, but Mr Shuker is fearful this 
does not take into account develop¬ 
ment costs or staff time. 

A similar free school project, Luton 
Girls’ Academy, was also binned by 
Lord Nash in February last year. 

A virtually identical letter was sent 
to Mr Shuker back then, and it was 
subsequently revealed £180k was 
spent. In July £150k of that had yet to 
be repaid. 

Mr Shuker said:“Last time the 
failed free school project cost us all 
nearly £200k, and we don’t know 


how much they’ve wasted on this 
one yet. The government should 
dump their fantasy projects and let 
us build the comprehensive school 
places we need.” 

He added that he would be asking 
parliamentary questions to try to get 
some answers over the ‘opaque’ 
information he had been sent. 

A statement from Saint Anne’s 
said: “Though we do not agree with 
the decision-making process and 
how this project has been handled 
by the Department, we have decided 
it is not worth appealing.” 


Pair arrested 
over plans to 
travel to Syria 


A MAN and a woman have been arrest¬ 
ed by terrorist officers on suspicion of 
planning to travel to Syria. 

The couple, who are both 35, live with 
their children in a semi-detached house 
in Conway Road, Luton. 

Officers from the Metropolitan Police 
and Bedfordshire Police raided the 
home at around 4pm on Wednesday, 
having arrested them at Luton Airport. 

Neighbours saw officers in forensic 
clothing remove computers from the 
property. The police were still in the 
house the following day while officers 
were on duty outside. 

One woman neighbour said: “They 
are a Bangladeshi family and moved in 
about two years ago. 

“They are very quiet and don’t get 
involved with other people. They don’t 
mix or communicate. There are three or 
four children. I have seen the wife take 
them to school. 

“The police have not told us what 
they are doing. They have taken 
computers away and are in white suits, 
so must still be looking for something.” 

Another woman said: “The wife is 
very friendly. I have not lived here very 
long and so don’t know them, but I 
think they have several children. I don’t 
know what the husband does for a job.” 

A male neighbour added: “They are a 
very nice friendly family. I do not know 
what this is all about. The police are 
outside but are keeping us in the dark.” 

A spokesperson for the Metropolitan 
Police said: “Officers from the Counter 
Terrorism Command have arrested two 
people - a man and a woman both aged 
35 - on suspicion of the preparation of 
terrorist acts contrary to section five of 
the terrorism act 2005. 

“The man remains in custody. The 
woman has been bailed pending further 
inquiries. 

“The arrests are related to suspected 
travel to Syria.”

AN eight-year-old Brownie has 
been presented with the Anglia 
Youth Award for Bravery for 
saving her mum's life.

Town ban for 
drunken and 
abusive man 

A MAN has been 
banned from part of 
Dunstable town centre 
following a number of 
‘intimidating' drunken 
incidents. 

Magill Price, 57, of 
Caddington, is now 
subject to a one-year 
injunction banning 
him from an area 
which includes The 
Quadrant shopping 
centre, Dunstable 
Library and Asda. 

It follows numerous 
incidents involving 
drunken behaviour 
where Price threat¬ 
ened, abused and ter¬ 
rified staff even 
though he had already 
been banned from 
entering a number of 
stores there. 

Price was ordered to 
attend Luton County 
Court on October 10 
where Central 
Bedfordshire Council, 
supported by 
Bedfordshire Police, 
successfully applied 
for the injunction. 

It will remain in 
place for a year from 
that date. If Price 
enters the area then he 
will face further court 
action, and a possible 
custodial sentence. 

Councillor Brian 
Spurr, executive mem¬ 
ber for community 
services at Central 
Bedfordshire Council, 
said the authority is 
‘determined to tackle 
[antisocial behaviour] 
head on’. 

“I would like to 
thank shop staff and 
library staff for being 
supportive and giving 
our antisocial behav¬ 
iour officers the evi¬ 
dence we needed to 
progress the case,” he 
added. 


Tributes to comic 
book ‘hero’ Steve

RESPECTS have been paid 
to one of the world’s most 
celebrated comic artists 
after he died last week. 

Steve Dillon, from Luton, 
was the co-creator and artist 
of Preacher along with Garth 
Ennis, and was also known 
for his sketches in Punisher 
and Judge Dredd. 

The artist died aged just 54 
in New York City last week, 
and was cremated in the city 
this week. No cause of death 
is yet to be made public. 

He started his professional 
career aged 16 drawing the 
comic book character Nick 
Fury - most recently por¬ 
trayed by Samuel L. Jackson 
in the Avengers film series. 


He went on to become a 
hugely respected artist in the 
industry, also creating the 
Doctor Who character 
Abslom Daak. 

Steve’s brother Glyn posted 
online: “Sad to confirm the 
death of Steve, my big broth¬ 
er and my hero. He passed 
away in the city he loved 
(NYC). He will be sorely 
missed.” 

Marvel Comics said he was 
a ‘great storyteller’ and 
would ‘remember his incred¬ 
ible work’, and comic book 
writer Alan Moore, from 
Northampton, added: “His 
passing is a great shame. 
Recently Steve had regained 
some of his old energy. 

“He was a lovely man and a 
very talented artist. This is 
far too young for somebody 


like him to be taken from us.” 

Actor Seth Rogen paid his 
own tribute, writing on 
Twitter: “Devastated by the 
loss of Steve Dillon. My 
favourite comic artist who 
drew my favourite comics.” 

Dillon was well known 
across the town, and Luton 
South MP Gavin Shuker 
added: “Steve was such a 
kind and unassuming man, 
it was easy to forget how phe¬ 
nomenally talented he was. 

“It was always a joy to share 
a chat at the bar in the 
Bricklayers over a pint of 
Guinness. Luton will be a less 
creative town without him.” 

The family has asked any 
donations to be made at 
heroinitiative.org - an organ¬ 
isation for comic creators 
who are in need.

I got my selfie stick 
and put it down the hole 
where I saw two rooms. 

“My dad saw it and instantly 
said it’s an air raid shelter.

“The previous owner must 
have known it was there and 
when he built the house and 
put a garden in he must have 
filled it in.” 

The shelter may have been 
built after a German bomb 
landed very close to Simon’s 
house during the war. 

Simon, who lives alone, 
bought his house two years 
ago from an elderly couple 
who built it in the 1970s. 

He found the shelter last 
Saturday afternoon and 
believes it is 10ft deep. 

Since then Simon and his 
father Gerald Marks, 67, have 
been excavating the shelter 
with buckets.

Love Luton responds... 

FOR the safety of both the runners and 
residents we need to close a number of 
roads. We have worked on the course for 
many months taking a number of things 
into consideration, which include: primary 


roads, roads near parks and the Luton Hoo 
to take the course off road and also allow¬ 
ing it to finish in the town centre. 

We have reduced the road closures dra¬ 
matically, but do appreciate that it will 
inconvenience some residents. 

We have written to over 6000 people 
notifying them of the half marathon, we 
also put over 70 warning signs on the foot¬ 
print of the route. We’ve also been actively 
promoting it for many months through the 
local press, radio, public places and social 
media. Luton, along with many other 
towns and cities, both nationally and inter¬ 
nationally, close roads for major sporting 
events. Luton is therefore not uncommon. 
Our road closures are kept to a minimum 
and our marshals will work with residents 
to get them out of the footprint prior to the 
runners approaching. Once there are run¬ 
ners in that section it is not possible for any 
car movement. 

The marshals’ main priority is registered 
carers and blue badge holders where the 
person is unable to walk any distance. 
There has been some confusion that the 
New Bedford Road and Barnfield Avenue 
are closed. I must reiterate these are not 
closed - the runners are using footpaths.

THE leader of a charity tack¬ 
ling homelessness has called 
on the community to make 
sure a new strategy to fix the 
problem is effective. 

Jim O’Connor, chief execu¬ 
tive of NOAH Enterprise, a 
homeless charity based in 
Luton, said this in response 
to Luton Borough Council’s 
(LBC) new Housing Strategy, 
which has a particular 
emphasis on preventing 
homelessness. 


Mr O’Connor said: “When 
you embark on a journey you 
need a sense of direction and 
I think this plan does that. 

“It addresses a number of 
issues but I’m glad to see a 
particular focus on prevent¬ 
ing rough sleepers and look¬ 
ing at methods other than 
housing people in B&Bs.” 

He added: “Resources are a 
problem both nationally and 
locally so I urge both volun¬ 
teers and groups which have 
a statutory duty in tackling 
homelessness, such as the 
council, police and NHS, to 


come together as a commu¬ 
nity and make the most of the 
scarce resources we have.” 

Cllr Tom Shaw, portfolio 
holder for housing at LBC, 
outlined how there are also 
preventative measures, say¬ 
ing: “Our new strategy urges 
residents to come forward at 
the first opportunity if they 
think they may be in trouble. 

“This way, the housing team 
at Luton Council can step in 
and help resolve the issue - 
whether that be financial or 
otherwise, to avoid them 
losing their home.” 


No request to house 
Calais child migrants

accept any child refugees into 
Bedfordshire as a result of the 
demolition of the Calais migrant 
camp, known as the ‘jungle’ on 
Monday.

Call for more fast 
trains at Parkway

LUTON Airport is calling on 
the government to improve 
rail access to Parkway 
station with the introduction 
of more fast trains. 

It has been backed by the 
Bedfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce and easyjet in 
calling for four fast trains per 
hour from Central London to 
Parkway as part of the 
upcoming East Midlands rail 
refranchising process. 
According to economic 


analysis released this week by 
the Civil Aviation Authority 
increasing the number of 
hourly fast trains to Parkway 
from one to four - just through 
timetable change - will 
reduce traffic congestion in 
the area by 70,000 journeys, 
saving 500 tonnes of C02. 

Alongside a planned £200 
million light rail link between 
Luton Airport Parkway 
station and the terminal; the 
additional fast train services 
would make journey times 
less than 30 minutes from 
Central London. 


Airport CEO Nick Barton 
said: “The introduction of 
express type services has 
clear benefits to people all 
along the line - as well as 
generating significant 
revenue benefits for the rail 
industry.” 

Sophie Dekkers, UK country 
director at easyjet, added: 
“Stopping more fast trains 
that already pass through the 
station will provide a signifi¬ 
cant benefit to passengers 
from London as well as pas¬ 
sengers in the East Midlands 
at the other end of the line.”

WHEN Carmine 

Baldassarre boarded a 
plane from Canada to 
Heathrow, he never 
expected he would be 
called on to save the life of 
a fellow passenger. 

But the Bedfordshire 
firefighter who did just 
that, along with around 
30 other men and women 
who give their lives to the 
service dedicated to pro¬ 
tecting ours, were hon¬ 
oured at an awards cere¬ 
mony this week. 

After the passenger 
became ill on the flight 
and the air steward made 
a request for a doctor on 
the plane, Firefighter 
Baldassarre told the stew¬ 
ard he was a firefighter 
trained in trauma care. 
He was able to perform 
CPR on the passenger 
who had collapsed before 
eventually being assisted 
by a doctor. 

He used the plane’s 
medical kit to monitor the 
patient’s condition and 
ensure he was 
stabilised until he could 


be transferred to h 
when they landed.

Service’s (BFRS) 
awards evening, 
held at Bedford Corn 
Exchange, to honour 
the commitment, profes¬ 
sionalism and bravery of 
its staff.

1. Edge the rim of a chilled martini glass 
with agave syrup, then through the 
biscuit crumbs so that they stick. 

2. Pour all other ingredients bar the 
orange zest into a Boston glass and 
shake vigorously. 

3. Strain the cocktail into a glass, and 
grate the orange zest on top to serve.

55ml Domaine de Canton ginger 
liqueur 

30ml vanilla vodka 
70ml apple cider

5. Decorate with the miniature Smarties, and put 
in the fridge to set for at least 45 minutes.

THE RAF base at Upper Heyford 
may have closed 22 years ago but 
its fame continues to this day.

Plus mark for new Ford Ka

SUPER 

SAVERS 


FORD’S all new Ka+ is set to take to the road as 
a bargain priced replacement of the Ka which 
first appeared 20 years ago and proved a popular 
model in the small car sector. 

But any resemblance to the original is marginal 
as the new supermini has five doors and is almost 
as big as a Ford Fiesta with which much of its 
underpinning and other components are shared. 
It joins Ford’s small-car line-up alongside 
the best-selling Fiesta, and the Ka+ provides 
an new alternative for buyers who want a 
spacious, well-equipped and high-quality small 
car at a price starting from £8,995. 

Ford says that demand for affordable small 
cars is increasing in Europe, with price, fuel 


efficiency and comfort among the leading 
factors in buyers’ decision making. 

The all-new Ford Ka+ is a five-door hatchback 
based on Ford’s global small-car platform, and 
offers good space for five people despite its 
overall length of less than four metres. 

The Ka+ is deisgned to be high on practicality 
with 270 litres of luggage space - enough to 
accommodate two medium-size suitcases - plus 
60/40 split-folding rear seats, and 21 stowage 
locations for small items throughout the cabin. 
Ford is claiming class-leading front headroom of 
1,002mm, rear legroom of 896mm and rear hip 
space of 1,335mm. 

The interior delivers enough room for a two 


metre tall passenger to sit behind a two metre 
tall driver. 

Equipment in the new Ka+ is upmarket and 
includes the MyFord Dock in the centre of the 
instrument panel that enables occupants to 
store, mount and charge mobile devices such 
as phones and navigation systems. 

Large front door bins can each hold a 1.0-litre 
bottle, a 0.6-litre bottle and a small umbrella. 
Another feature is a hidden stowage bin within 
the end of the instrument panel which is only 
accessible when the driver’s door is open, 
allowing valuables to be hidden out of sight. 
Outwardly the new small Ford may not share 
many of the original Ka’s styling but it looks 


purposeful with a distinctive high-mounted 
trapezoidal grille with large, swept-back 
headlamps and all models offer a smart, 
integrated finish with chrome detailing for 
the front grille, together with body-coloured 
bumpers, door handles and door mirrors. 

A two-piece rear skirt with black insert adds 
character specifically for European models and 
also reduces replacement costs in the event of 
low-speed accident damage. 

The interior features a grained finish on the 
instrument panel and contemporary trim 
materials in a dark charcoal colour scheme. 

The Ka+ comes with a standard five-speed 
manual transmission and the tried and tested 
1.2-litre engine has improved fuel efficiency 
with the use of low-friction engine oil and 
regenerative charging, which saves fuel by 
maintaining efficient charge levels in the 
vehicle battery by capturing ‘free’ electrical 
energy when drivers coast or brake. 

There are two series options - Studio offered 
with a 70bhp engine and Zetec which will be 
offered with both 70bhp and 85bhp options. 
Both engines achieve C02 emissions of 
114g/km, with combined fuel consumption of 
56.5mpg. 

Studio and Zetec both come with standard 
safety equipment including six airbags, 
electronic stability control with hill start assist, 
and a tyre pressure monitoring system that can 
advise drivers with a warning light when a tyre 
is significantly under-inflated. 

All models feature a comprehensive standard 
specification including chrome front grille, 
front fog lamps with day running lights, power 
front windows, electrically operated door 
mirrors with side indicators, perimeter alarm 
with remote central locking, a speed limiter and 
Ford’s Easy Fuel system which is deisgned to 
prevent filling up from the wrong pump. 

S[ecial edition Ka+ Zetec Black and White 
versions will also be available to order later 
this year. 

The Ka+ Zetec Black and White editions 
contrast either a black body colour with white 
roof and door-mirrors, or a white body with 
black roof and door-mirrors. 

Both versions feature black 15-inch alloy 
wheels and are offered exclusively with the 
85ps 1.2-litre Duratec engine

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Ford Edge 180 
Sport

FORD expect to really cut it with the Edge. 

SUV sales are soaring and it’s the must-be sector for 
every car manufacturer so Ford has topped its range 
of “active” models up to now led by the Kuga with a 
completely new range of larger cars. 

There are 11 Edge models on sale in four trim levels 
using 180 or 21 Ops turbo-diesel engines, with a choice of 
manual or dual-clutch automatic transmissions and priced 
between £30,000 and £40,250. 

Most popular is the 180 Sport version we tried, which 
is the mid-range of the model line-up. 

The Edge is well-equipped as standard, offering 
Ford intelligent all-wheel drive, Active Noise Control, 
pedestrian detection, Ford DAB Audio with SYNC 
connectivity, privacy glass and 19-inch alloy wheels. 
The 180ps four-cylinder engine yields 400Nm of 
torque at 2,000rpm but it’s not particularly brisk from 
rest although it has a good spread of power for the 
intermediate ratios when overtaking. 

It also cruises very easily and economically on main 
roads and motorways when it will return just over 
40mpg. 

In the upper two ratios it’s not particularly flexible and 
when you are driving across country you might see 
the consumption rise to 34mpg, particularly if you 
have a lot of people aboard. 

Within its mid-range performance envelope, the 180 
Edge is composed and quiet, fairly economical, and 
smooth. Sometimes I wished it was more powerful. 
Only at the highest revs in the lower ratios does the 
engine sound busy and a few passengers commented 
on how quiet it was for a diesel in general use. 

The clutch pedal had a good light and progressive 
take up while the six-speed gearbox was also slick 
and silent, and the adaptive steering was always well 
weighted for town or open roads. 

Under braking it hauled down speed without drama 
and a good degree of feedback and the automatic 
electric parking brake securely held it on our regular 
test slope. 

The usual stalks for headlights and wipers/wash were 
well placed and vision was clear in any conditions, 
helped by wide angle reversing and front cameras and 
a well priced £150 parking assist system. 


Edge has a high waistline and tail so you have 
blindspots but the cameras, sensors and big mirrors 
help when manoeuvering, but you still need to exercise 
care. 

Inside, the car had a £2,000 optional Lux Pack including 
heated and cooled powered front seats and they were 
very comfortable with a lot of adjustment range; as well 
as a big powered sunroof. 

For the driver, an adjustable column helped get the right 
position and there was a clear view to the front and 
sides with slim front pillars to the windscreen. 

I would have preferred less congested twin instruments 
directly infront of me, or larger instruments, because the 
amount of information they displayed was tremendous. 
Heating and ventilation was very good throughout with 
straightforward controls, good output and directional 
settings and temperature selection. Oddments space was 
particularly good for a family car. 

Many SUVs have a bias towards a hard ride and while 
Edge has sports springing and damping it actually felt 
very compliant and comfortable over all but the worst 
surfaces we encountered. You could hear the system 
working but it rarely made you feel it. 

Handling was good, led by that steering system with a 
big footprint from the tyres, and it had no real vices with 
the 180ps output underfoot. 

It took five in comfort and with room to spare while the 
boot floor was high and not particularly deep it was 
long and wide. It also came with a spare tyre rather than 
a questionable inflation kit. 

Of all the new SUVs on the market, the Ford Edge is 
among the best and its interior trim and outward styling 
catches the eyes. 

We were asked on a few occasions what model it was 
and for a car to stand out these days it has to have 
an edge on its competitors. As the name suggests, the 
Edge does.

SUBTLE changes are being made to the SEAT Leon bringing the car up to date for 2017. Sharper styling is being introduced 
front and back and some extra technology is coming on board. 

There’s also a new upmarket XCELLENCE trim and two new engines are joining the line up. The new model will be on the 
road early next February and prices are still to be announced. 

SEAT will also be releasing a hot new Leon Cupra range in the first few months of 2017. The Leon XCELLENCE will sit at 
the top of the five model range and includes leather and alcantara upholstery as an option as well as chrome body highlights, 
LED interior lighting and keyless operation.

SSANGYONG has announced the launch of a Musso 
one-tonne pick-up which is powered by a new 2.2-litre 
turbo-diesel engine. The Musso four-wheel-drive has 
the towing capability to haul up to three tonnes yet can 
also double as a family car and and can be used for 
towing a boat trailer or horse box. It goes on sale in the 
UK this month and the newly developed turbo-diesel 
engine meets the latest Euro 6 emission standards with 
maximum power of 178bhp. There are two models in 
the range. The SE includes a new-look front grille and 
dashboard, as well as silver finish 18-inch alloy wheels 
and hard wearing leather-look seat upholstery. It is 
priced from £15,995 excluding VAT. The EX version 
has black 18-inch alloy wheels, roof rails, front LED 
daytime running lights, leather with heated front 
seats, power operated driver’s seat, automatic air 
conditioning, automatic headlights, rain sensing 
wipers, a seven-inch touchscreen incorporating an 
RDS radio, iPod and Bluetooth connectivity. The EX 
with manual transmission is priced at £17,995 ex VAT, 
and is also available with a six speed Aisin automatic 
transmission priced from £18,995 excluding VAT. 



The new Musso truck is fitted with multi-link rear 
suspension and progressive rear coil springs - the only 
pick-up at this price to offer such a system. The loadbed 
of 2.04 square metres can carry a Euro standard pallet. 
Paul Williams, chief executive of SsangYong Motor 
UK, said: “Our commercial vehicles represent an 
intrinsic part of the SsangYong range and we decided 
to reintroduce the Musso name to differentiate this 
superb utility truck from our passenger cars. “Musso - 
which means rhinoceros in Korean - is a tough, robust 
proposition for any trade, and with a specification, 
price and warranty no others can compete with. 


MINI PLUGS IN TO HYBRID POWER BY: STEWART SMITH 


BMW has almost completed the development of the first MINI 
plug-in hybrid model. It features a petrol combustion engine 
and an electric motor enabling purely electric propulsion 
for zero emission motoring. The MINI plug-in hybrid, or 
PHEV, comes with a high-voltage battery under the rear seats 
providing power for long-lasting electric driving. 

An AUTO eDRIVE standard mode permits speeds of up to 
50 mph, while in MAX eDRIVE mode speeds of up to 78 
mph are possible. This means that entirely electric driving is 
possible at speeds well beyond city traffic pace. The charging 


socket for the battery is integrated in the left side scuttle. 
Everything looks familiar in the cockpit with the exception 
of the start/stop button in the centre of the dashboard 
glows yellow instead of red. Press the button to start the 
car and the vehicle remains silent as the hybrid model 
always starts in electric mode. 

The rev counter in the instrument cluster on the steering 
column has been replaced with a power display. When the 
combustion engine starts varies depending upon on the 
vehicle’s speed and the intensity with which the driver 
operate the accelerator pedal. A special feature of the 
hybrid MINI is that it is basically a four-wheel-drive car. 
The electric motor transmits its power to the rear wheels, 
the combustion engine to the front wheels. Head of MINI 
brand management Sebastian Mackensen said: “With this 
model we want to convince MINI customers of the benefits 
of hybrid drive and impress everyone who already has 
hybrid driving experience with MINI’S unique go-kart 
driving feel. “The key to achieving this lies in intelligent 
energy management which is used to control how the 
combustion engine and electric motor operate together. 
For this reason, the first MINI plug-in hybrid model is not 
solely focused on efficiency, but in pursuit of driving fun.” 
Trials of the new model are continuing before BMW takes 
any decision of putting the MINI PHEV into production g

CHINESE car maker Geely is to launch a new 
premium SUV on the global market next year 
which has been designed and engineered by 
Volvo which the company also owns. Called the 
Lynk & Co 01 it will be the first of several new 
models the Chinese giant will roll out in the next 
few years. The 01 has been designed by Brit Peter 
Horbury in Sweden with support from studios in 
Shanghai, Barcelona and Los Angeles. It is due 
go on sale in China next year with sales in the UK 
expected towards the end of 2018. The Lynk & Co 
01 will be powered by Volvo engines including a 
1.5-litre three-cylinder petrol unit, a hybrid and an 
all-electric model. There will be a choice of seven- 
speed auto or manual gearboxes plus front or all¬ 
wheel drive. The new brand will be marketed on 
a different basis than normal. Lynk & Co cars will 
be sold online or in owned stores in strategic retail 
locations, with fixed prices. Cars will be delivered, 
and picked up for service directly at the door of the 
owner. New solutions for car usage and access will 
be offered - from traditional ownership, leasing or 
sharing between small groups. 

The new SUV will be kitted out with high-tech 
gear including a 10-inch central touchscreen 
and telematics systems that are connected to 
the Internet 24-7. Appple CarPlay and MirrorLink 
connectivity is supported and well as Android 
Auto. It can also be controlled by smartphone via 
a Lynk & Co app. All Lynk & Co models, as with 
Volvos, have been developed to meet the latest top 
rating safety ratings and as well as all its passive 
safety features the 01 will feature forward collision 
warning and autonomous emergency braking, 
pedestrian detection, adaptive cruise control, blind 
spot detection and lane departure warning. Geely 
says it is aiming for around 500,000 worldwide 
sales of Lynk & Co models over the next five years. 



VAN MAN MIFFED BY BAD LAD TAG BY: CHRIS RUSSON 



VAN drivers think they are 
being made a scapegoat for 
poor driving on Britain’s roads, 
according to a new study by 
TomTom Telematics. The sat 
nav and vehicle data company 
surveyed 100 LCV drivers and 
found that less than one in ten 
hand been involved in a road 
accident in the past 12 months. 
The findings challenge earlier 
research by TomTom in which 
van drivers finished bottom of 
the list when it came to which 
road users are considered the 
safest or most careful. Jeremy 
Gould, European vice president 
for TomTom Telematics sales, 
said: “The traditional ‘white van 
man’ stereotype may no longer 
be a fair one with a great deal 
having been achieved over 


recent years to help raise 
driving standards among LCV 
operators.” 

He said that developments 
in vehicle telematics, which 
allow fleet managers to 
monitor vehicles on the road, 
had resulted in significant 
improvements in driving 
standards. According to the 
research, truck drivers were 
considered the safest road 
users, with a third of van 
drivers (33 per cent) voting 
them top. Thirty-three per cent 
meanwhile considered cyclists 
to be the least safe. More than 
half (59 per cent) believed in¬ 
cab technology that provides 
audible and visual alerts 
offer the best approach to 
improving driving standards, 


followed closely by 49 per cent 
that voted for driver training 
courses. Of the drivers who 
took part in the survey more 
than half (54 per cent) said 
they had driving performance 
monitored by their employer 
and more than a third (34 per 
cent) received driver training. 
Mark Cartwright, head of 
vans at the Freight Transport 
Association, said: “Van drivers 
are often unfairly maligned 
and, in some quarters, continue 
to shoulder an undeserved 
reputation. “Initiatives such 
as the FTA Van Excellence 
scheme have been embraced 
by the industry, demonstrating 
its commitment to improving 
standards and increasing best 
practice awareness.” 


CLASSICS ATTRACT FEMALE FANS

MORE and more women are getting 
hooked on classic cars and Birmingham 
is the UK hotspot for female enthusiasts. 
A poll by classic car insurance specialists 
Footman James has revealed than one 
in four women would consider buying a 
classic. And Birmingham is the top place for 
female classic owners ahead of Tonbridge 
in Kent, Bristol, Sheffield and Brighton. 

The research, which polled over 2,000 
adults, revealed 26 per cent of women 
would now consider buying a classic 
car - showing the classic car club is 
no longer reserved for the stereotypical 
middle-aged man. Footman James’ data 
also revealed that over the past two 
years, the number of female classic car 
owners has risen by 40 per cent, with 


female customers expected to account 
for 11 per cent by the end of 2016.

STEP aside Leonardo da Vinci, Michelangelo 
and Rembrandt - Luton are the new masters. 
Drawing is their speciality. 

At least, at Meadow Lane, a point was more 
welcome than the previous four in five League 
Two games as keeper Christian Walton saved a 
Vadaine Oliver penalty six minutes from time 
to keep their canvass blank. Defeat would have 
painted an ugly picture. 

On the plus side, the Brighton loan man’s 
wonderful stop earned a first clean sheet in ten 
league games, but the Hatters just aren’t find¬ 
ing the killer instinct that brings maximum 
returns. 

And on Halloween weekend, Alex Gilliead 
was the Luton man with a tricks - with boss 
Nathan Jones declaring afterwards that the 
Newcastle loan midfielder put in one of the 
best League Two performances he’d seen - but 
the treats evaded them. 

The manager added: “Overall, I think it’s a 
good point. For 70 minutes we controlled the 
game. We weren’t really under pressure, we 
controlled the tempo of the game, moved the 
ball very well, got into real good areas had 
some real good interplay, it’s just a shame we 
didn’t have a tiny bit more cutting edge and 
put one of those chances away. I felt we would 
have gone on and won the game. 

“It was a good away performance. These are 
a decent side, we’ve come here, we’ve been 
brave in our possession, brave in what we’ve 


done and I felt it was a decent away point.” 

Striker Danny Hylton - restored to the side 
after serving a one-match ban - was one of two 
changes with Johnny Mullins returning at 
centre back, with Jake Gray and Dan Potts 
missing out and former Magpies defender 
Alan Sheehan moving to left back. 

Mullins did his bit, along with Walton, to 
keep out a Jonathan Forte cross, though the 
keeper palmed into the path of Aaron Collins 
who blasted a snapshot wide. 

But even with Gilliead pulling the strings for 
the visitors, clear-cut chances were few and far 


between. He had their only shot on target, 
while Jack Marriott fired wide on two occa¬ 
sions, before an off-balance Hylton couldn’t 
convert the stroke of half time. 

Though Luton were decent in the first half 
they still needed Glen Rea to acrobatically 
scoop off the line from Aaron Collins’ looping 
header. 

In the second period, County were kept at 
distance with Rodman and Forte trying their 
luck. The latter was then presented with a 
golden chance to break the deadlock, though 
he couldn’t get enough purchase on a fabulous 


deep cross in behind Mullins. With stalemate 
seemingly stamped across the game, from out 
of nowhere in the dying stages, referee Michael 
Salisbury pointed to the spot, signalling that 
Scott Cuthbert had hold of a Magpie. The 
Hatters skipper protested and it was a terribly 
soft decision, but justice was done when 
Walton to clawed to safety. 

Boss Jones was less than impressed by the 
spot-kick call, saying: “The less said about the 
arbitration of this game, the better. It’s an 
extremely soft penalty and I don’t really want 
to comment. We can’t give people the oppor¬ 
tunity to do that especially away. I could say a 
million things about the referee but I’d end up 
in front of the FA. Their manager was as frus¬ 
trated as me, so it’s not like he was in any way 
a certain way towards us or them. He was 
equally as whatever-he-was for both sides. It’s 
a disappointing one.” 

Moments after the penalty miss County hit 
the top of the bar from a Carl Dickinson’s 
header as the hosts began to go long. 

But while, the Hatters coped to secure a first 
league shut-out in two months and remain 
fourth in League Two they’re still waiting for 
their Renaissance.
